Why don’t you organize a modified 
kind of. a day nursery in your home?

Five members: of the Legislature have 
been chosen as committee to confer

The committee has been 
appointed as a result of an offer to eco- 
operate on the matter by the joint com- 
missioners in their report on the Wasbh- 
burn bill made to the Legislature yes- 
terday. 

In this report, which was in the nature 
of a reply to several questions in an 
order offered by Representative White 
of Newton and adopted by the House. 
the commissioners express their approval 
of the much discussed financial provi- 
sions of the Inll with certain qualifica- 
tions. It is pointed out that there is 
uncertainty as to whether the provisions 
for the regulation. of corporate expendi- 
ture are applicable to the New Haven 
railroad, which is chartered in Connecti- 
cut.

- directed, it is not so much because of 
any insufliciency in the provisions of 
these sections for adequate and proper 
regulation of corporate expenditures,

The total amount 
ready now is $65,000, 

The new building will become the 
headquarters of the art courses, Society 
hall which has been t' * cadquarters of 
the instruction in drawing and painting 
will be taken down before long.

WASHINGTON HERALD—In his des- 
patch to President Wilson expressing his 
gratification “~g@¥er the 
recognition of the Chi- 
nese republic President 
Yuan Shi Kai states 
the means whereby his 
countrymen hope to make their new gov- 
ernment permanent and perfect. It will 
be their aim to assure themselves the 
unalloyed blessings of self rule and pros- 
perity and happiness within, through 
the union of Jaw and liberty, and with- 
out, through the faithful observance of 
all established obligations, This is not 
the first time that these ‘“‘untutored 
Chinese novices in the practise of repub- 
licanism” have given cause for wonder 
at their grasp of the essentials of popu- 
lar freedom. The declaration of prin- 
ciples put forth by their Parliament on 
the day of its first assemblage was, in 
the main, a reiteration of the maxim 
that the public welfare is the supreme 
law, and that government of right exists 
only by the consent of the governed. 
And now their President hits upon the 
truth that national prosperity, happiness 
and the blessings of self government are 
obtainable only through the union 6of 
law and liberty. This is an epitome of 
nearly all that has been said and written 
on the subject of free popular institu- 
tions; and the man who framed this 
phrase could not have done so without 
thorough understanding. President 
Yuan gives points worth remembering 
by jingoes. No nation which observes 
its established obligations has anything 
to apprehend. Its position is made 
stronger thereby than it could be. by 
piling up armaments and keeping mil- 
lions of its young men in barracks, 
afloat and ashore.

ot the vine-growing district. Those of 
its inhabitants who had not sought for 
employment on the towns of the Ri- 
viera, subsisted by making a poor kind— 
of cheese and_ butter for which they, 
obtained a very low price. | 

The Guillaumes which the members of 
the Congress visited has a population 
of 1800. The houses have been repaired, 
the land has doubled in value, improved | 
agricultural methods have been intro- | 
duced. 

This change has been wrought by the 
establishment, by the mayor of Guil- 
laumes and a conseiller general of Nice, 
of a cooperative dairy which has for its 
special object to provide Nice with a 
daily fresh supply of milk from the 
mountain pastures,

STATES PROGRESS

GHENT, Belgium—The annual meet- 
ing of the Belgian National League for 
the Protection of Young Children, whieh 
is under the special patronage of the 
Queen, took place recently in Brussels, 
Dr. A. Dervaux presiding. 

The report of the general secretary 
proved extremely interesting, and it ap- 
pears that decided progress has been 
made during the course of the past year 
in establishing new provincial subsidiary 
leagues, such having been organized im 
the provinces of Antwerp, East and West 
Flanders, Brabant and Liege. six addi- 
tional associations in all. These organ:- 
zations will serve to facilitate the work 
of the league in these provinces. 

Mr. Lust, the general secretary, de- 
scribed the mechanism of the affiliation 
and demonstrated its advantages. While 


each one is to perserve a strictly auton- 
omous administration covering its own 
affairs. From July 23 to 26 next.a spe- 
cial international congress for the protee- 
tion of infants is to be held at Brussels.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Government, Whose Reform Bill 
Is Shelved, Postpones Any 
Action Till After Election 


(Special to the Monitor) 

COPENHAGEN, Denmark— The women 
of Denmark have had every reason to 
expect that they would be able to present 
themselves as political voters at the in- 
ternational woman suffrage congress in 
Budapest this year. Their hopes have 
not been realized. 

Partly owing to the non- partizan agi- 
tation conducted by the Danish women 
during the years in which they have 
fought for political freedom, and partly 
owing to the form in which the motions 
have been put before the House, woman 
suffrage has been considered more as a 
question of private than party opinion 
by the members of the different political 
parties. 

In spite of the fact that of late years, 
the Social-Democrats, the Radicals, and 
the Liberals have included woman suf- 
frage in their programs, political leaders 
have not been exercising any party dis- 


cipline as to how the members were to 
vote in this case. Therefore it must be 
considered a great victory that certain 
sections of the constitutional reform bill, 
placing women on an equal footing with 
men, were carried by a large majority 
in the lower house last December. 

The spokesmen, with one single ex- 
ception, expressed their willingness to 
grant the claim in the name of their 
different parties, and even took the 
opportunity to add some kind words 
about the righteousness of the cause. 
The only one of the leaders who did not 
personally sympathize with it, was the 
spokesman of a very small group of 
Conservatives, and he did not speak 
against it. In December the Danish suff- 
ragists had good reason for believing 
that the reform bill would pass in the 
session of 1912-13.

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PROGRESSIVE PARTY TESTED 


Editorial Comment on a New England Interest of 
the Day 


of the political season as May is 
removed: from October, with design to 
bring together a representation of all 
New England and to gather a large local 
audience, the Progressive party mana- 
gers this week took a risk that it is 
simple justice to say would hardly have 
been dared by either of the other leading 
parties. That the result was disappoint- 
ing in numbers, as was evident, need not 
be regarded as altogether significant 
when it is taken into account that there 
has been a surfeit of politics in recent 
months. ~ That there was a constant re- 
currence of the plea to the rank and file 


cause is a larger indication of a question- 
ing by leaders of the abiding of the large 
numbers that followed in the excitement 
of last autumn; but even this is far 
from a basis for calculation of the 
strength of the party. That the support 
given it was quickly gathered and that 
there is yet to be shown that it is endur- 
ing is recognized, and the impression is 
given that the party is not growing. 
The query, not spoken but strongly im- 
plied, is whether the party is holding 
its own. 

Inquiry as to the prosperity of the 
party in‘numbers will interest the citizen 
who is weighing political values less than 
the search for its purposes. The Spring- 
field gathering ought to furnish some 
reply to the deeper questioning. What 
is the party promise? What its dis- 
tinctive policy? What does it propose 
to do in the several states? What legis- 
lation is it to seek.and can it hope to 
bring about that which other parties 
neglect or oppose? What would it do if 
in power? If it is only a protest and 
not a party, if it was an uprising 1n 
revolt against the narrowness of party 
management, if it was negative rather 
than positive, the logic of all political 
history points to its decline, almost as 
swift as its rise. The assertion of a 
definite intent that is different from that 
of the other parties is a positive re- 
quirement for its growth or the retention 
of its hold. It is this demand that the 
Springfield gathering seems not to 
satisfy. 

Charles S. Bird, the party’s candi- 
date of last year, and its possible can- 
didate in the next election, undertook 
to outline what the Progressive party 
can do in Massachusetts. Now he has 
his wider audience than gathered at 
Springfield listening. Rural credits and 
the settlement of industria] disputes are 
his answer. Both are acknowledged 
needs, and the acknowledgment is not 
confined to the party. The device of a 
system by which the producer from the 
soil may get financial help with the 
same ease as the manufacturer, is 
sought by all parties andthe demand 
for it cannot be appropriated by any 
one of them. 

Moreover, this is doubtfully a state 
issue. It would be difficult to point out 
the need in Massachusetts or in New 
England that banks do not reasonably 
meet. That the states of the East might 
find benefit in an easier national sys- 
tem of banking is quite possible, but the 
demand is a western one. Would it 
ever have arisen or become an issue of 
the least concern in New England? 

The practical citizen, listening to the 
call to join his effort to that of the new 
party, will ask what Mr. Bird as Gov- 
ernor and a legislature of his kind would 
do that Massachusetts needs in the bank- 
ing direction, Its savings banks with

Its national banks are ready 
loaners to the farmers with any claim to 
confidence. The party that rested upon 
this plank for its favor in the eastern 
states would have little hope for favor, 
unless it were holding out some hope of 
credit to men who were of doubtful 
worth, and the Progressives are not to 
be charged with a design to upset the 
foundations of security in finance. 

A stronger advance of the state 
towards the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes is, however, a state affair and one 
of admitted importance. Mr. Bird speaks 
with force of the need of arbitration that 
does not await the approach of the 
parfies in a quarrel. He cites the Can- 
adian industrial disputes law as a 
standard. Doubtless there will be wide 
approval of his views. If the coming of 
the Progressive party to power was the 
essential or the likeliest means of bring- 
ing about a similar plan in the states it 
would have at least one claim to support 
by men who are not now for it. 

But the agitation for this plan is not 
to be appropriated by any party. It is 
too general and too clearly non-partizan 
to yield to this use. 

Compulsory arbitration has long been 
considered a contradiction of terms, but 
there is developing a sense that the pub- 
lic is a party to every labor dispute and 
entitled to a share in the proceedings 
at their starting point,san effective; and 
determining share. It is open to serious 
question if making this demand a party 
one would actually advance it, but the 
question the advocates of the change in 
method will most positively raise is 
whether there is need of a party victory 
to bring it about. The Progressive 
states, those in which the party has had 
its greatest victories, are not supplying 
any legislation in advance of the states 
that are with the older parties, 

Social welfare projects ef legislation 
seem to have lost their prominence in 
the Progressive plan. They are making 
advance in the states, such as Massa- 
chusetts, that have so small a number 
of the new party in the Legislature as 
not to count. There can be no denial 
that the men who are.in the Progressive 
party have been influential in bringing 
about a new interest-in these measures. 
But the measures have their most effec- 
tive support in the older parties. Thus 
the question recurs whether the separate 
party organization can serve the end 
its leader depicts in any way that is 
not being served now. 

Speeches at Springfield by speakers 
from the West bear only at points on 
the state problems and are not illumina- 
ting on the issue which/is the next one 
in our politics,—what has Massachusetts 
to gain by the support of the Progres- 
sive party candidates? The ardent re- 
buke of any plan of unison with the 
Republican party may be dismissed as 
the showing of the ‘astinct of self- 
preservation by men whose political for- 
tunes are all in the new departure. It 
will be taken as a word of guidance 
to the faithful in the pasty but it is 
hardly of much significance to the citi- 
zen who lets his vote go where it will 
help most to accomplish the ends he 
hopes to see attained. The Springfield 
meeting seems to have been a party 
rally, a bit out of reason. Its value 
is in the incitement to men of all parties 
to continued interest in causes of human 
betterment.

An attempt was made in the House 
Wednesday to pass the Governor's bills 
to legislate police commissioners of the 
state and the fish and game commission- 
ers out of office under suspension of the 
~ les, but both were sent to third read- 
ings. The Governor’s bill to reorganize 
the department of agriculture was de- 
feated in the Senate, even after the for- 
estry commission was amended out. 
There was also a report that a new bill 
to accomplish the purposes would be pre- 
vented. 

The bill to increase the salaries of the 
court justices to $4500 the Senate 
and goes to the Governor. Another pre- 
cedent was established when Councilor 
Sawyer, with the approval of the 
Governor, appeared before the Senate 
in committee of the whole and asked 
to have the bill amended in three partic- 
ulars. All were indefinitely postponed.

Land for playgrounds will iminediately 
be purchased in three seetions of the 
city. One playground is already in use 
and was made into a skating rink last 
winter.

St. John Full of Plans 


St. John has many plans under con- 
sideration, ahd expects to spend $2090 
or more on Rockwood Park playground, 
which was dedicated last August. Three 
new grounds will be opened this spring, 
and the association of that city is now 
holding classes to train the teachers and 
workers. 

Classes are also being held for em- 
ployed girls, thus introducing the essen- 
tial feature of social centers, and the 
attempt is being made by the associa- 
tion to extend the benefits of its work 
to the young people who work in the 
factories and who now have no oppor- 
tunity for legitimate recreation. 

Vancouver has just leased 22 acres of 
ground for 2! years for athletic pur- 
poses and appointed a playground coin- 
mission, and Winnipeg has apportioned 
$18,000 for recreation. The latter is to 
have 18 playgrounds with a staff of 45 
teachers besides the caretakers. Special 
supervision wil] be given to girls. 

Five recommendations that came be- 
fore the convention in regard to employ- 
ment for women were adopted without 
discussion. They were “t#ade and tech- 
nical education for girls in government 
institutions, all departments of which 
shall be thrown open to both sexes; em- 
ployment bureaus in close connection 
with the public schools, the taking of all 
annual school census; the establishment 
of women’s hotels and clubs for wage 
earners; the admission of women into 
professional faculties of all universities 
and to the practise of all learned pro- 
fessions.

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MAY AN IMPORTANT MONTH 
IN COTTON PRODUCING SECTION

Prices Have Tended Ciekd on obinint of Under- 
wood Tariff Bill and Weather and Situation Is Being 
Closely Watched by the Trade 


GALVESTON, Texas During the past 
two weeks new low levels have heen 


reached in Texas in cotton, due largely 


to weather conditions and to the marked 
pessimism @X Aisting among cotton factors 
and mili men over the cotton se hedule of 


lL nderwood tariff bill. The market, 
above all else, has been a weather mar- 
het; lut second only to the weather 
conditions has been the influence exerted 
ly the proposed tariff outlook. 

Atter new low levels had been reached, 
the market, although showing consider- 
able irregularity, recovered slightly on 
account of published reports that foreign 
apinners Were issuing instructions to 
take, up all May offerings. This put 
American spinners who are not at all 
long on cotton, on the anxious seat and 
many began buying for cover. 

Weather conditions over the entire 
belt, but especially in ‘Texas, have 
proved the most important factor in the 
cotton market for some time, and will 
continue to prove the most important 
factor throughout May. May is consid- 
ered the most importdnt month in the 
matter of determining the acreage that 
will be planted and the start which the 
plant will get. Weather conditions dur- 
ing May will determine whether a good 
stand will be secured from first plant- 
ing, or whether many planters will have 
to replant. Cold weather, too, is not at 
all improbable at any time during May, 
and both bears and bulls await with 
anxiety any possible effect which cold 
weather might have on the plant just 
out of the ground. 

Good generad rains have fallen during 
the past two weeks over all of Texas 


and Oklahoma, especially in the central 


and southwestern portion of the state, 
fwhere the weather had been dry and, 
rain was needed. These rains also ex- 
tended into the " ehstern cotton belt and | 
were very heavy in the Mississippi. 
valley, The general rains proved a 
atrong bearish factor, and coupled with 
reports of flourishing condition of the: 
‘plant that was up, sent prices down- | 
ward. The downward tendency was. 


materially checked in the excéssive rains | 
that fell in the Mississippi valley, doing | 


considerable damage to the cotton that 
was planted and causing several breaks. 
in the levees along the Mississippi river. 
and serious overflows of the’ valley plan- 
tations. The ill effects of the rains in 
this section, however, did not-offset the 
good effects of the rains in Texas and 
the weather on the whole was considered 
ab décidedly bearish. 

Recent reports on cotton acreage in 
Texas and throughout the cotton belt 
indicate that there will not be the large 
increase that was anticipated some time 
ago. The heavy rains, coming at a tine 
when planting was in full blast in some 
sections, have delayed planting and to 
a certain extent reduced the acreage. 
The farmers will now be able to plant 
more corn and less cottor, puiting land 
in corn that would have been planted 
ta cotton had the dry weather continued 
for any length of time. Latest reports 
on. acreage indicate that the increase 
over last year will range between 3 and 
5 . cent, instead of 10 per cent as at 
fr t indicated. 


Under the influence of proposed tariff 
reduction and its effect on the prices 
and demand of eotton manufactured 

goods, American mills are not now heavy 
bosteoed of cotton, and it is not likely 
that they will buy any cotton until the 
‘tariff agitation is settled. Even then 
they will buy sparingly until they can 
see the full effect of the tariff revision 
on their business. At present there is 
a marked feeling of pessimism among 
American spinners and it is causing them 
to say “hands olf, for the present.” 


Notwithstanding this refusal of the 
American mills to become spot buvers, 
it is known that they have not a large 
surplus and there is a possibility that 
at any time thev may become heavy 
buvers of spot cotton. Not much spot 
cotton has been offered within the past 
two weeks. Spot owners still seem to 
be in an exceptionally strong position 
and can hold their cotton as long as 
they want to. Their position seems to 
be about as it was at the beginning of 
the summer months. They have set 
their prices and seem determined to hold 
their cotton till these prices are reached. 


Opinion in Texas seems genetal,that 
the market has been largely a manipu- 
lated one, but that the manipulators 
have been lucky enough to play with 
the weather: on their side. But there 
still remains the possibility of a “wet 
May” and as tradition has it, “a wet 
May means a short crop.” A short crop 
would mean that the supply would not 
equal the demand for the coming vear 
and prices would reach new high levels. 

With the good general rains that have 
fallen in Texas and Oklahoma an in: 
creased sale of fertilizer is noted. Much 
of this, of course, will be used for cotton. 
A double meaning may be put on this 
fact: First, the farmers are going to 
' plant land to cotton, since the good 
rains, that thev had intended to plant 
to corn or other crops; second, the farm- 
ers are going to use fertilizers and in- 
'crease the vield to the maximum. Both 
these indicate an increased vield and are 
decidedly bearish in their influence. 


| Recent reports on crop conditions in 
Texas indicate that the cotton is up in 
southern and central Texas and that 
| planting operations have just started in 
northern Texas and Oklahoma. In these 
sections planting operations are going 
on with the greatest amount of winter 
moisture in the soil that has been had 
for the past four years. A good stand 
has beer secured in the cotton now up 
in the southern” section of Texas, 
especially around San Antonio, Cuero 
and as far north as Austin, Chopping is 
now in full swing in some sections, and 
very little replanting will have to be 
done. 

The nights in Texas, especially in the 
northern section of the state, have been 
unseasonably cold for the past two 
weeks, but long range weather fore- 
casts are for warmer weather. ' As very 
little cotton was up in sections where 
the temperatures have been unusually 
low for this time of the year, this cold 
weather has done but little damage. 
Warmer weather will be welcomed, how- 
ever, and all members of the trade will 
feel relieved when warm nights are

ing economic conditions and particularly 
the discussion as to the possible effect 
and the 
come tax, President Platten of 
the United States Mortgage & Trust 
Company of New York. has deemed the 
present an opportune time to ascertain 
the situation in these respects through- 
out the country. President Platten 
communicated the results of his inquires 
to the directors. The factors covered by 
inquiries addressed to mortgage repre- 
sentatives and financial correspondents 
of his company located in 38 cities, lo- 
cated in 19 states, were: 

Crop conditions and outlook: indus- 
trial conditions and outlook; effect of 
proposed tariff changes and income tax; 
financia] situation; real estate, mort- 
gage borrowings and new building. 

The replies received as of May I pres- 
ent a fairly comprehensive survey of the 
entire situation and have been so ar- 
ranged on the enclosed synopsis as to 
cover the territory under consideration 
in the following order: South, South- 
west, Northwest, inter-mountain, middle 
West. 

From the reports summarized it is 
evident, savs President Platten, that, 
while conditions in some respects vary 
materially, the consensus of opinion may 
be outlined as follows: 

(a) Generally favorable crop pros- 
pects, but with offsets in certain sec- 
tions as the result of a cold and back- 
ward spring. 

(b) Practically normal conditions up 
to the present time along manufacturing 
lines. There exists, however, unmistaka- 
ble consideration toward a slowing down 
until the future can be more clearly 
determined. | 

fe) Apparent approval.of, or at least 
resignation to tariff changes in many 
communities, except for an entirely nat- 
ural disposition to oppose drastic changes 
calculated to disturb industries in the 
districts affected. Almost universal in- 
difference to or approval of, the pro- 
posed income tax, this attitude being 
apparently due to the relatively small 
percentage otf people personally con- 
cerned in its operation. , 

(d) Firm maintenance of. high money 
rates and a strong disposition on the 
part of banking institutions 
a policv of increasing caution. 

(e) The sound condition of the real 
estate market as a whole, speculation 
being confined to a few cities and this 
owing largely to Jocal causes. Compara- 
tive abundance of mortgage funds, al- 
though at higher rates. Activity in new 
building in many cities and the more 
prevalent use of local capital in mort- 
gage operations, which hag in a measure 
offset the partial withdrawal of some of 
the large lenders. 

Generally speaking the improved con- 
ditions in the lumber trade continue and 
with ruling prices good. Port improve- 
ments are progressing at a satisfactory 
rate and those sections of the country 
recently devastated by floods and torna- 
does are gradually being restored to 
their normal condition.

In the two weeks ended May | the net 
surplus of box cars decreased from 15,505 
to 11,196, while the coal car surplus 
shrunk from 19,649 to 8510. Flat and 
miscellaneous cars also showed smaller 
surpluses. 

Since the first of the calendar 
feieght car surpluses have been steadly 
going up, although the increases 
not been very large and the decrease 
shown in the latest report is rather sud- 
den. In the period covered by the re- 
port, coal cars were apparently in brisk 
demand, as the surplus of this class of 
Car was more than cut in half. Every 
section of the country except the south 
Atlantic and Gulf territory shared in 
this need. The shrinkage in the avail- 
able number of coal cars was the deter- 
mining factor in bringing down the total 
surplus. Box cars also decreased, but the 
falling off was moderate in volume. 
However, it was quite general and felt 
everywhere except in the Southwest and 
in Canada. Other changes in car sur- 
pluses were unimportant and had no 
great effect upon the totals for the coun- 
trv. 

A vear ago at this time there was a 
net surplus of 138,881 cars, an increase 
of over 59,000 compared with the pre- 
vious fortmght’s report. This vear there 
are almost 100,000 less cars on hand.

DECLINE IN LEASED LINE STOCKS 
OF NEW ENGLAND ROADS 


Coincident with the accumulating 
troubles of Boston & Maine and New 
Haven roads, there has been a steady 
decline in stocks of the leased properties. 
In times past these leased line stocks, 
if regarded merely as railroad stocks, 
have sold all out of proportion to the 
dividend rates. But in reality the div- 
idend guarantee has given them more of 
a bond than a stock rating, and with the 
further advantage of tax-exemption in 
some cases, a number ci these issues 
have consistently sold to vield about 
the same as a state of Massachusetts 
bond. For instance, Boston & Providence 
and Boston & Lowell have sold as high 
as a 32 per cent, and Fitchburg pre- 
ferred to yield 3.3 per cent. 

The fear that in a readjustment of 
Boston & Maine's affairs the rentals 
paid on the leased lines will be scaled 
down is largely responsible for the de- 
cline in the leased line stocks. The 
table below shows the extent of the

LATENT OF -DECLIN J 
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The persistent decline in New 
mills share prices has progress 
for some time. Prospective tariff re- 
duction i6 the principal cause given for 
the slump in these securities. Some of 
to remarkably low 
levels, Pacific, paying 6 per cent, hov- 
ering above par, Arlington paying 8 per 
cent at 9% and 7 per cent American 
Woolen at 74 are but instances of the 
general run of prices. ‘There are many 
New Bedford and Fall River stocks, new 
and old, selling at virtually the lowest 
level in their history. The declines have 
been taking place gradually for months 
but have in the recent past been excep- 
tionally sharp. 

Since 1909 it is estimated that at least 
$100,000,000 has been clipped from the 
selling values New England = mill 
stocks. By careful caleulation the loss 
on New Kedford stocks alone foots up 
over $10,000,000 and i. Fall River to over 
$8,500,000 a combined loss for these twe 
big textile centers of $18,500,000. 

Some of the losses in New Bedford are 
notable. Citv Manufacturing, one of the 
oldest varn mills, has dropped from $253 
to $101, while Nashawena, the big, new 
textile project, which has vet to pay a 
dividend, has been cut in two, $107 to 
$00. These two, which best illustrate 
the fortunes the old and new, to- 
gether with Whitman, account for nearlv 
half the New Bedford loss. In Fall 
River there is no particular example for 
the good reason that during the past 
few vears every mill stock has been sac- 
rificed in price. 

Among the Boston owned and Boston 
managed enterprises the losses have been 
fully as great. With the decline in 
American Woolen preferred from 3148 
to $74 and the common from 401! to 
1734 has come a paper loss of about $24,- 
000,000, Arlington contributes about $4,- 
000,000, New England Cotton Yarn, §5,- 
000,000 and Pacific. since January, 
000,000, Adding Amoskeag, upon which 
there has been a depreciation since 1911 
of $4,000,000, the list includes all the biz 
textile combinations of New England. 
The story of the smaller mills is even 
more significant.

Ovid, the great Roman poet of the 
Augustan age, is a repository of the 
thinking of the ancients in which many 
legendary notions may be traced that 
bear resemblance to many of the records 
of the Jewish Scriptures.

Here 
is the picture which Ovid draws of what 
was called the golden age (Riley’s trans- 
lation):

Vii rejection of the second reading of the 
woman suffrage bill by a house which only 
a vear ago passed the second reading ot 
another bill by a great majority has largely 
changed the aspeet of the question. An 
enormous body of women who have taken 
no part in militancy, who have, on the con- 
trary, vehemently denounced it, find them- 
selves face to face with the determination 
of Parliament not to permit the discussion of 
a bill to passthbevond academic limits. ‘The Woman's Liberal kedera- 
thon is not essentially a suffrage body. It exists tor the support of 
the party all along the line. laced, however. with the rejection of 
the Jill, the federation has arisen in indignation to express Wy UnNnis- 
takable terms its opinion of minister and members who have voted 
against thewxtension of the suffrage. 

The inunediate effect of the raiding of the offices of the \Women's 
Social and Political Union has been a recrudescence of outrage. 
inxactly what was prophesied by the most cool-headed onlookers has 
apparently aome to pass. Enraged by the attempted suppression of 
the organizadion, and with all restraint removed, the more reckless 
miulitants have plunged into a more outrageous course of outrage. 
[listory explains that this has been the invariable result of driving 
agitation below the surface, but the last thing with which the poli- 
lician ever concerns himseli is the teaching of history. That is one 
reason why he so rarely grows into a statesman. 

There is a phase. however, of the government's raid on the 
suffragette headquarters which has commonly escaped attention. 
It has beensassumed that they took the suffragettes unawares. That 
is assuming a eood deal. The organizers of the movement must 
have been comscious for months past that a raid was a possibility ; 
indeed, Mliss Christabel Pankhurst has expressed her opinion that 
it would be more grist to the suffragette mill. It is, therefore, not 
particularly likely that the documents which have been discovered 
have told the government anvthing they were not meant to know. 
It would, on the contrary, be very unlike the astuteness of the 
organizers of the umon if it were otherwise. 

The rejection of the bill is more likely to consolidate the various 
womeirs organizations than anything else. leven if no alliance is 
formed between the militants and the non-militants, the common 
hond of exasperation will have been strengthened in every strand. 
\VWhat is goong on, 1f only politicians could be got to see it, is not 
an agitationsbut a revolution. Because the women have not assumed 
the garb of tthe tricoteuses, people seem to imagine that the govern- 
ment is dealing with something in the nature of a plural voting 
bill. This is the very opposite of the truth. Revolutions are 
engineered. differently today. The world has seen one effected only a 
few weeks ago in Belgium by means of a strike. It is seeing one

In this connection data 
of all kinds are being sought. It 1s no small 
compliment to women in general that one of 
their number, Mrs. C. J. Crandell ot The 
Dalles, a pioneer resident of Oregon, recently 
yead before the Columbia and Snake River 
Waterway Association one of the most 
interesting and valuable historical papers on this subject that its 
menrbers had ever listened to. Mrs. Crandell was able to recall and 
to recount scenes and incidents connected with the beginnings ot 
Columina river commerce, especially above the point where that 
Majestic stream turns on its side, or, as some will have it, on edge, 
forming, that marvelous phenomenon from which her home town 
takes Its\namie. 

She remembered the Indian canoes that for a long time did 
quite a lively business for the early settlers, both in ferrying and in 
long-distance trips, and the Hudson Bay Company's bateau—a Htat- 
bottomed cratt that was propelled partly by oars and partly bv sails. 
\Mloere mmportant stil, she remembered the building, the launching, 
and the sailing ot the tirst steamboat, a vessel owned by Lawrence 
W. Coe and R. k. Thompson, and chartered to carry government 
supphes to Ft. Walla Walla. .\ phase of her story that has direct 
application to the present time is that nearly evervbody predicted 
failure tor the steamboat, which was named Colonel Wright in honor 
of the then commandant of It. Dalles. But from frst to last the 
little steamer was a success; it laid the foundations of one of the 
great fortunes of Portland, and out of the enterprise behind it grew 
the Oregon Steam Navigation Company, which later became the 
Oregon Railroad & Navigation Company, and the present Oregon- 
Washington Railroad & Navigation Company. 

The first trip ever made by steamer up the Snake river and the 
Clearwater river was accomplished by the Colonel Wright, Len 
White, captain, in 1861. In the Pacific Northwest, as in the middle 
West, railroad building checked the development of steamboating at

Wirth tunds contributed by many admirers 
the memory of Carl Schurz is to ve kept alive 

In two enduring wayvs—by the. statue to be 
unveiled tomorrow on Morningside Heights, 
New York city, and by the six-volume edi- 
tion of his works, including his correspond- 
ence, just coming from the press. “‘lurope 
has given no worthier citizen to America, | 
said James Brvce of Schurz. Certainly mod- | - 
ern Germany has not. Scholars like Lieber — 
and Follen had preceded him among the revolutionary exiles. 
captains of industry and winners of wealth like Rockefeller and 
Weverhauser were to show that habits of thrift brought from the 
fatherland, when supplemented by American opportunity, could amass 
vast fortunes. It was left for Schurz to show, both in mtitary 
service and in high political life, that idealism, eloquence and trained 
intellect might be counted upon as part of the German immigrant s 
contribution to American lite. 

His love of liberty made him a liberal and a revolutionist and 
led to his migration. It prompted his fight against slavery and tor 
the American Union. It made him a constant foe of bossism and 
machine politics and a great champion of civil service reform. — fle 
did heroic work against financial heresies. “To him,” said his asso- 
clates in the National Civil Service League, “citizenship was a relig- 
ion and patriotism an enduring passion.” \s an idealist of an 
intense, uncompromising kind he often censured men, who, from 
quite as honest motives as ‘his own, were getting what they could 
when they could not get all they wished in the way of reform. His 
intensity of faith in himself and his own standards often made him 
impatient with group or party cortessions; hence he was a pro- 
nounced individualist. chafing under party bonds and constantly 
breaking through them. So that there was some basis for Mr. 
Blaine’s statement that Mr. Schurz’ political career was “consistent 
only in the frequency and agility of the changes.” .\nd the great 
Lincoln had to rebuke him for his tone of onimiscience and superior 
virtue. 

Nevertheless, his record as a whole is admirable, and if the list 
of contributors to the memorials is scanned it will be found to include 
the best and greatest of his contemporaries.  Hle lived long enough 
to be honored by the land that had forced him to flee trom it, and to 
fraternize with Bismarck. ‘TPheodor Momsen, the German his- 
torian, said of him in 1900, ‘There is no name more popular in 
Germany than that of Carl Schurz, as good a German patriot as 
he is an .\merican one.” 
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lv wit. be well worth while for the National 
Association of Manufacturers to depart 
from precedent this vear in the matter of 
holding its annual convention within New 
York state, especially since it has chosen 
Detroit for its next gathering. The latter 
city may well be called the latest expression 
of American industry, for the importance it 
has attained in these later years 1s due almost 
wholly, if not altogether, to the introduction 
of the automobile. It must not be inferred from this that Detroit 
would not be an important industrial citv had the automobile never 
come into use. It had many foundries. it had blast furnaces, it had 
stove works, car, carriage and wagon works, ship yards and numer- 
ous Other industries before the automobile was ever heard of. Over 
twenty vears ago its annual output of manufactured articles had 
reached a value of $77,000,000. At that time no fewer than 38,000 
persons were emploved in its factories. 

But the automobile industry has multiplied the capital invested 
1 Detroit industries twenty years ago, multiplied the number ot 
the factory workers, multiplied the value of the manutactured 
products of the city. Nobody who has not seen the immense estab- 
lishments in Detroit devoted to the manufacture of motor cars can 
have anything like a clear conception of the magnitude of the busi- 
ness. And these establishments are growing in size and number 
every vear. 

Because there was no such thing as an automobile industry in 
existence twenty-hve vears ago, Detroit in its new aspect is of all 
the more interest to the student of trade. It must be especially so 
to concerns that are following manufacturing lines that have been 
developing by slow, if steadily progressive, steps during the cen- 
turies. Like the electric, the automobile industry 1s one that has 
come into being over night, as it were, and, again like the electric 
industry, although it has expanded phenomenally in the last ten 
years, it is still in the infancy of 1ts development. 
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AntrHoucH the number of farms in Califor- 
nia in 1910, as shown by the United States 
ceusus of that year, was greater by about 
16,000 than in 1900, and although this ratio 
of increase has continued in the present cen- 
sus so far, vet only a small portion of the

In peaches it compels Georgia, New York and Michigan to follow 
in the order named: in pears it has passed New York and Michigan; 
it is followed by Oregon, Washington, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Missouri, Ohio and Michigan in the production of plums and prunes, 
by Pennsylvania, Missouri, Ohio and Michigan in cherries, and by 
New York and Michigan in grapes. 

If California were cultivated as intenselv as some of the smaller 
fruit-producing states, its yield would be many times greater than 
it is at present. As matters stand, it is still looking for and inviting 
umimigration. It must face, as the world knows, some peculiar prob- 
lems in this connection, and these are likely to be increased rather 
than diminished by the opening of the Panama canal. But political 
and social conditions will hardly affect the proposition that under 
anything like favorable circumstances California should be the main 
source of the world’s fruit supplv along lines already established. 
And this may easily become the case before half of its area of nearly 
100,000,000 acres has been touched by the husbandman. According 
to the last census less than 29,000,000 acres were in farms. while 
the improved land in farms was but 11,500,000 acres. ltrom these 
heures it will be seen that even a Hood oft new comers cannot, tor 
many vears, greatly diminish the opportunity tor individual ettort 
in the Golden state.

The conference of American and Canadian dele- 
gates that has been sitting in New York this week, in connection 
with the meeting of representatives from all English-speaking coun- 
tries, has formulated a scheme that will, in all probability. meet with 
tie approval of the neighboring governments and peoples. 

lt is proposed, that 1s, to erect memorial arches at the points 
where the projected mternational highways shall cross the border 
between the United States and Canada—the Quebec and Miami in 
the East, and Los Angeles and Vancouver inthe West. Tentatively, 
memorial water gates are provided for both sides of the Detroit 
river near Detroit. If this idea with the others shall be accepted, 
then there will be peace centenary memorials at three important inter- 
national points across the continent. 

The undertakings outlined here are ambitious and probably wll 
prove costly, but it will be agreed in the Umited States and Canada, 
universally, we believe, that memorials of the coming centenary of 
peace should be such as to perpetuate at once the dignity and inter- 
national significance of the occasion. Surely, at the most. if it js 
at all permissible to view a matter of this kind from a material stand- 
point, the cost will be infinitesimal in comparison with the profit 
that has accrued. and w:ll accrue. to both nations, to all English- 
speaking peoples and to the world at large. by reason of the good 
feeling and good tellowship existing between the United States and 
the Dominion, between Americans and Canadians. 
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
